W. F. Schulte, her owner, raised 
her on his own farm. He owned both her sire 
Argyle and dam Per-adventure. Eleven went to 
the post for the stake. Alleviate won her maiden 
race September 23, and in it beat Nannie Davis. 
That was the only hint as to her quality. 

Alleviate’s opening odds 8' to 1 rose to 30 to 1. 
Then the money poured in. It came in a thin 
but steady stream. From 30 to I Alleviate was 
backed down to 10 to 1. Connolly got the filly 
off fairly well, and taking the short route 
waited for the natural spread of the field on the 
stretch bend. It came, the filly got through 
and won like the equiue lady that she is, in 1 :0H. 
Breeding this kind instils pride into the horse- 
man's heart. Presbyterian, the betting choice, 
ran nearly his race. Forbush didn’t. 

^^The pace set by Billy Mason stood the field on 
its head. It was more than usually keen; a 
quarter in 33i seconds and three furlongs in 35 
seconds. 

Daily Racing Form, a comely youngster by 
Burlington, ’’the gentleman in black,” and that 
fast and nervous mare, Ella Blackburn, scored 
on his first /ittempt. Such was natural. The 
colt is in the popular Coulter stable and was 
the natural favorite. All sorts and conditions 
of men bet on him. That was natural too. They 
had known his father and his mother well and 
had no reason to suspect his habitation. Master 
Gray was up and performed a hard task well.

The public gleaned pain and grief out of the de- 
feat of David Tenny by Harry McCouch in the 
third race, but found an antidote in the victory 
of that lovely filly, Donna Rita, whose consis- 
tency is a credit to her owner. 

More balm came when W. C. T. beat his field. 
It relieved the tired feeling that had been 
formed in the wake of the victories of Idle Hour 
and Harry McCouch. 

The Association is trying hard to gather the 
western two-year-old stars for a race at a mile. 
The idea is a $250 entrance fee with a liberal 
addition. Malvolio and Traverser to give other 
entrants weight.
